Labor's leaders sense a great 
op- 


portunity In the present situation to 
win for themselves a "labor bloc" in 
congress that will function as effec- 
tively as the farm bloc has on occas- 
ion. 
Labor's political opportunity, 


they feel, lies in the prosperity of in- 
dustry and the poverty of agriculture. 


Prosperity in industry means at de- 


mand for workers and that 
means 


the workers feel more independent 
than in slack times. Organized labor 
ought to seize a time of prosperity to 
consolidate its position by securing 
election to congress of aggressive 
friends of labor. For in time of pros- 
perity, when workers are 
rendered 


content by wage Increases and 
full 


time work, employers often are able 
to obtain legal leverages, 
legislative 


aids and adoption of measures disad- 
vantageous to labor. 


The farm depression ripens the op-

CASPER, Wyo , Sept. 29.—Addition- 


al wrecking equipment arrived today 
at Lockett, fourteen miles 
east of 


here, where passenger train No. 30, 
on 
the 
Chicago, Burlington 
and 


Quincy road went thru a 
bridge 


Thursday night and railroad officials 
expected to be able to clear out most 
of the wreckage during 
the day. 


Twenty missing passengers 
are be- 


lieved bulled in the wreckage in Coal 
creek. 


Three bodies recovered from the 


mass of twisted steel in the swirling 
waters have been brought to Casper. 


Continual rains have been falling at 


the headwaters of the little mountain 
stream, resulting in the creek 
bed, 


which is usually dry, retaining 
the 


proportions of a torrent and prevent- 
ing rescue work. 


Rain which has been falling nere 


for two days ceased early this morn- 
ing and the additional wrecking crews 
equipped with heavy lifting machin- 
ery left here at dawn for the scene. 
The storm had forced workers to stop 
their efforts to clear up the wreck 
during the night.

GERMAN BABIES PAY PRICE 


Children "Under Five Supposed to 


Have Milk But Profiteers 


Deny It to Them. 


BERLIN", Sept. 29.—German babies 


are now paying a part of the fearful 
price-of mark deflation in shortened 
milk rations. 
Theoretically, 
babies 
under 
five 


years can have a liter of milk a day; 
in practice it is questionable whether 
they get it. 
They must be registered with tne 


police and "bread commission." 
The 


latter is full of red tape. It doesn't 
worry whether the babies get their 
milk cards or not so long as bure- 
aucracy's demands are fulfilled. 


"Then, too, the big milk firm, Bolle, 
has stopped part of its service already 
and is threatening to 
close 
other 


routes. 
One must chase far to find 


a milk store. Prices are high. 
That there is a real milk shortage 


in Germany is not true. There is milk 
enough, but many of the swollen profi- 
teering landlords see that butter made 
from milk Is a more profitable com- 
modity than milk sent to the big cities 
and sold at a city-controlled price. 


The junkers come in for much curs- 


ing these days. Not only do they hold 
back milk, but they are hoarding their 
bumper grains 
in many instances, 


-waiting for higher prices—prices that 
are sure to come. They whine that 
they cannot pay taxes; 
the 
cities 


answer with "absurd." 


But the cities are tiring of this sort 


of economy. This was demonstrated 
in August when in various commun 
ities workers marched to the farms 
confiscating cattle and selling the 
meat at artificially low prices. The 
junkers are literally swimming in 
money, but they scorn the 
"radical 


cities" and grow no gray hairs over 
the needs of tbeir.countrymen. They 
are what the Vorwaerts aptly calls 
"percentage patriots."

N the restricted paths of modern

Nine Cents Is the Price Paid— 


Whether It Means War On Na- 


tional Trust Not Yet 


Divulged. 


It is an open secret at the capitol, 


not yet intended for publication, that 
Governor Bryan has bought a whole 
carload of gasoline. Unlike orders for 
coal, this order for a car of gasoline, 
is in the name of the state and for the 
state department of public works. 


The purchase was made thru the 


Century Oil company at Lincoln by 
State Purchasing Agent J. R. Farns 
and the price is nine cents a gallon. 
A car of gasoline contains from 6,000 
to 10,000 gallons, depending upon the 
capacity of the car. The department 
of public works consumes 1,200 gallons 
of gasoline a month, including what is 
supplied to the capitol commission. 
The department has a tank above 
ground which will hold 10,000 gallons. 
A car of. 10,000 gallons will supply the 
needs of the department of public 
works for eight ninths. In the past 
the state purchasing agent who is a 
part of the 
department of finance, 


has bought gasoline in 500 gallon, lota, 
one tank car at a t}oae and like other 
purchasers in large amounts has been 
getting it for two cents a gallon under 
the retail price. These 500 gallons lot 
orders have been rotated among the 
different wholesalers in Lincoln. 


Whether the carload ordered by the 


governor is to be the, beginning of a 
state gasoline station to be opened to 
individual 
consumers has not been 


announced. As the state now has deal- 
ings with counties in road building 
material it may be the governor will 
at least sell gasoline to counties that 
desire to buy. If the governor should 
open the carload to public consumpt- 
ion be may liberally allow the city of 
Lincoln, thru street Commissioner 
Cowgili to buy same e£ it for use in 
municipal automobiles and trucks. 


Whether or net the 
carload is a 


starter for competition intended to 
break the national oil trust which 
Governor Bryan frequently refers to 
will be made known when he chooses 
to let the secret out.

The Nebraska Farm Bureau Fed- 


eration filed an answer Saturday to 
the libel suit of W. G. Eckhardt, 
former treasurer of the U. S. Grain 
Growers, Inc., to which Prof. H. Clyde 
Filley of the agricultural college Is 
also-a defendant. This answer denies 
many allegations of the plaintiff and 
sets forth the circumstances surround- 
ing publication of the article in the 
Review, published by the state fed- 
eration, on which Mr. Eckhardt based 
his charges. The federation contends 
that Professor Filley wrote the article 
in question, a report on the 1922 an- 
nual meeting of the grain growers' 
corporation, at the request of the fed- 
eration and for the information of the 
Nebraska farmers who were members 
of the corporation, and without any 
personal animus toward Mr. Eck- 
hardt. 


The article in the Review, written 


by Mr. Filley. and the headlines and 
introductory statement, written in the 
office, did not charge the plaintiff with 
dishonesty or lack of integrity, or im- 
ply any such charge. It is alleged. It 
did say he was not entitled to the 
confidence of the conservative del- 
egates and the members of the cor- 
poration, because his business ability 
and judgment were not such as to 
warrant his having charge of 
the 


large affairs of the grain 
growers. 


This is all borne out by the fact*, the 
federation contends, and was reported 
in good faith, with good motives, for 
Justifiable ends, as a duty 
to the 


Nebraska farmers, some ten thousand 
of whom bad joined the corporation 
on the advice and thru the influence 
of the state federation.

ADULTS EAGER FOR 


AID TO EDUCATION 


Many Evening Classes Organized 


Over State to Secure Vocational 


Training at Hands of Ex- 


pert Instructors. 


Vocational education In Nebraska 


is making a steady, normal growth, 
says C. A. Fulmer, state director. The 
board has not been urging on officials 
that vocational courses be added, and 
requests are granted only when the 
officials and the community feel that 
this practical type of instruction Is 
needed and are willing to help pay 
for it. 


One of the features of the present 


growth is the number of adults who 
are seeking to increase their working- 
efficiency by taking advantage of the 
opportunities offered. 
; 


Smith-Hughes aid Is now 
being 


given to thirty-two schools in teach- 
ing agriculture. 
This includes four 


county high schools. Garden, Perkins, 
Keya Paha and Logan, and consoli- 
dated schools at Barneston, Callaway, 
Dix, Eagle, Filley, Holmesville, Mead, 
Milligan, Nehawka and Waverly, and 
to a consolidated school in the Sun- 
flower rural community. 
The enroll- 


ment is 747 and 
government 
aid 


$31,745. 
Fifty-seven schools are getting help 


with their home 
economic courses. 


There are adult evening classes in 
agriculture in Filley, Friend, Staple- 
ton and York, with a total of 64 en- 
rolled. This Is new work. The pupils 
select the time and place of meeting 
and the courses to be studied. It is 
worth noting that those chosen cov- 
ered dairy, poultry and animal pro- 
duction. 
The evening classes In trades and 


industries have assumed 
large pro- 


portions. These are all attended -by 
adults, and instruction is given 
to 


each group and each Individual in 
those things he finds he needs in his 
daily work. Classes are even held at 
the Labor temple in Omaha. Nearly 
3,000 persons are enrolled, and the 
government aid is less than $10,000. 


Over 2,000 adult women, many of 


:hem housekeepers, are 
taking

home economics courses, which are 
organized in unit courses to meet in- 
dividual needs. Home sewing, cook- 
ng. millinery, child care, parental 
care, home nursing, marketing, home 
gardening, household accounts and 
other home-making subjects are avail- 
able.

Government supervision of the coal industry is sug- 


gested as one means of stabilizing prices. Before this 
can be expected to appeal to the common sense of the 
county, it will be necessary to make it clear just how 
much of an interference with business is proposed and 
how many more federal inspectors this will add to a 
roll already laige beyond all comprehension. The plan 
Bounds plausible; we need the advice of experts as to 
how it will work out. It is indubitably better than any 
scheme of nationalization for which we are not equipped 
and for which no practical plan has been worked out. 
The bane of the business, as of other lines, is the pres- 
ence of the speculators who add to the number of 
middlemen and who run up the price of coal. 


Men familiar with the workings of the regional 


boards that meet periodically and discuss with railroad 
representatives the problems of car movements and 
distribution are enthusiastic over the possibilities of the 
plan. Aside from the railroad men the boards are com- 
posed of shippers, representatives of shippers and mem- 
bers cf regulatory bodies. The few meetings so far 
held have enabled the latter to grasp some of the in- 
tricacies of the problems of the railroads, and in turn 
they have influenced the railroad men in taking a 
broader view of their jobs and responsibilities. 
Much 


of the trouble in the world is caused by ignorance and 
suspicion. When reasonable men meet around a board 
where all the -cards are laid on the table, there is 
seldom any difficulty in agreeing. 
' The little group of geologists who are thought to 


have been lost while trying to chart the Colorado river 
forms but one of a number of expeditions where men 
are risking life and limb to discover things worth while 
for others to know. Why do not these youths who do 
nx>t appear able to control their desire for adventure 
and excitement and who must drive like mad thru our 
streets and down our country roads seek enlistment 
in work like this? There must be many opportunities 
open in the various avenues of life to satisfy this dare- 
devil instinct the presence of which it is idle to deny.
